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HENRY FORD SAYS 
BUSINESS SLUMP 
ONLY TEMPORARY 


Declares 
No One 
Need 


Look at Next Year 


With Uncertainty 


Detroit, 
Nov. 
26— (AP> — Henry 
Ford says that the present busi­ 
ness recession is “temporary and 
artificial.” 
“No one,” he said, “need look at 
next year with 
any uncertainty. 
The present slow down is not a 
setback; it’s the pause before an­ 
other climb. Two things helped to 
bring it on just now and one ot 
them was the uncertainty of busi­ 
ness regarding political 
interfer­ 
ence. but Congress is taking care 
of that. The other was the stock 
market fluctuation. 
“Everybody knows the stock m ar­ 
ket has no permanent effect on 
business, but it does have an ef­ 
fect on the state of mind of the 
American business man who plays 
the market. He often mistakes his 
personal depression for a business 
depression. The stock market has 
no more real effect on American 
business than the results of a dog 
race in California.” 
A contributing factor to the pres­ 
ent “pause,’* Ford said, has been 
# 
- the fact that money too long has 
ijpen a “principal 
commodity 
oi 
commerce.” 
‘‘Money Is Not Wealth" 
“Money,” he said, “has become a 
business in itself instead, of an ad­ 
junct to business. Money is not 
wealth; wealth is what money buys. 
But that has been turned upside 
down. The present system has got 
us twisted into producing things 
to buy dollars with, when what w: 
need is a money system that will 
produce dollars to buy goods with. 
Under the present system the tail 
wags the dog. Money is just part 
of society's transportation system 


for moving goods 
from 
man to 
man; it breaks down so often that 
it is time our financial engineers 
developed a better model. 
The present money system as ex­ 
emplified by those “who manipu­ 
late it for profit,” Ford said, is 
entirely out of date, and is in large 
measure responsible for recurring 
business recessions. “It is a system 
that seeks to control labor; wants 
to 
control 
government, 
finance, 
food, industry and even the schools. 
It manifests an avariciousness that 
would control everything.” 
Ford explained taht he had no 
overnight 
panacea 
for 
what 
he 
termed the out moded money sys­ 
tem. “But any system,” he added, 
"that seeks profits alone is terribly 
handicapped to begin with.” 
“Is Not Enough Production” 
“Here is a nation that might be 
the richest nation in the world 
when actually we haven’t enough 
of anything, because there is not 
enough production. 
The need is 
here; 
tne 
ability to produce is 
here; the stoppage is in the system 
that puts profit before production 
—and that is the money system.” 
The solution. Ford said, lies in 
teaching the coming generation the 
real purpose of money and “an 
understanding of a system 
thai 
may have been adequate for so­ 
ciety’s needs many years ago, but 
no longer meets its requirements 
today.” 
Honest financiers. Ford went on. 
“have done a good job of making 
the present system work as well 
as it has, but there will be a new 
race of ‘financial engineers’ com­ 
ing along whose pride will be the 
social efficiency 
of 
the 
system, 
rather than its profitmaking possi­ 
bilities. 
Their 
efforts, 
however, 
may be hindered unless there is a 
more general understanding of the 
shortcomings 
of 
the 
p r e s e n t 
system.” 
Referring to the great surplus 
the Ford company maintains, Ford 
said it was as much part of his 
company's equipment as are the 
drill presses, 
blast 
furnaces and 
assembly lines. 
“We could not operate without

that surplus," he said. “If we had 
to borrow money we could do so 
only on terms involving surrender 
of control of our plants.

There are too many laws on 
the statute books that, if they are 
not modified, will drive independ­ 
ent manufacturers into the arms 
of the money 
lenders—and that

sible Solution A d­ 
vanced 


Springfield, 111., Nov. 26—Several 
state 
departments, 
w’hose 
bulky 
records 
threaten 
some 
day

crowd them out of their offices, 
are watching the venture of the 
Illinois 
historical 
library 
into 
micro-photography 
as 
a 
possible 
solution to their problem. 
Although 
his purpose 
is prin­ 
cipally one of preservation, rather 
than space, 
Librarian 
Paul 
M. 
Angle announced today that 1.948 
cubic feet of old newspaper files 
would be sent to a Rochester, N. Y , 
plant in a few days to be converted 
into 39 cubic feet of non-inflam­ 
mable film. 
Micro-photography is a compara­ 
tively new and inexpensive process 
whereby newspaper pages or other 
documents may be recorded on a 
roll 
of 
film, 
each 
photograph 
slightly 
larger 
than 
a 
postage 
stamp. The 
photographs 
can 
be 
projected on a screen larger than 
the originals. 
Although still biding their time. 
Director S. L. Nudelman of finance 
and a representative of the state 
tax commission have shown con­ 
siderable interest in the possibili­ 
ties 
of 
micro-photography. 
The 
state sales tax records have grown 
so voluminous that a warehouse 
ls 
used for their storage. 
“The time is coming w-hen every 
research institution will have pro­ 
jectors and cameras so that films

Can Preserve Film

TAX ON LABOR PAYS THE BILL 
“ Uncle Sam already has borrowed almost a billion 
[ollars from the nation’s wa g e earners under provisions 
if the social security act, treasury ledgers show’ed to- 
lay,” says an Associated Press dispatch. 
“ The act en- 
risions the building of a huge reserve fund which even­ 
tually will a g g reg a te more than 40 billion dollars, if the 
la w remains uncha ng ed.”

The Associated Press is kind and 
politically im­ 
partial and colorless. 
It might truthfully have said: 
“ The United States government 
by means 
of the 
social security legislation has collected about a billion 
dollars from wa g e earners for pension purposes and has 
spent the monev for current expenses of the government. 
Unless the law is changed, it will continue so to expend 
:he proceeds 
of the social security tax on 
wa g es until it 
la s collected 40 billions of dollars and has used 40 on­ 
ions of dollars for other government purposes.’ 
Soldiers’ pensions 
never have been on a basis ot 
Election from the soldiers. 
They have been paid out 
>f taxes on a pay-as-you-go plan. 
When proposed bene- 
iciaries are assessed to create a fund to be used upon 
heir retirement, the situation suggests to most ot us a

security fynds are taken from wa g es of

Many p ersons with definite heart 
disease do not comp lain of anv 
p ains referable to the heart. And 
many p ersons comp lainmg of heart 
p ains fail, up on the most careful 
examination, to rev eal any struc­ 
tural chang es in their hearts ade­ 
quate to account for these p ains. 
HOW’ are these seeming ly p ara­ 
doxical cases to be exp lained? This 
p roblem was recently tackled bv 
a g roup of p hysicians, including 
heart sp ecialists and p sychiatrists. 
Their studies led to the conclusion 
that in heart p ain the p sycholog i­ 
cal factor looms larg e. 
In one of the studies dealing 
with 7 3 p atients who comp lained 
of heart p ains, it was found that 
reg ardless of whether they did oi 
did not hav e any heart disorders, 
the v ast majority were neurotic 
p ersonalities. On the other hand, 
among a g roup of 35 p atients with 
definite 
heart 
disease 
but 
not 
comp laining of any heart p ains, 
only 7 were found to be neurotic. 
Those comp laining of heart p ains 
almost uniformly 
citement broug ht on their attacks. 
The typ es of excitement embraced 
arg uments, unp leasant nad .start­ 
ling news, 
bad 
dreams and the 
anticip ation of hap p y or unhap p y 
ev ents. 
In 
some 
instances 
the 
identification of the p atient with 
another p erson inv olv ed in an ex­ 
citing 
situation, 
w’hether 
in 
a 
nov el, trag ic film or in an actually 
witnessed exp erience, was suffici­ 
ently exciting to bring on heart 
p ain. 
These rev elations hav e an im­ 
p ortant bearing on the larg e p rob­ 
lem of cardiac p ain, for often it is 
the p ain felt rather than the actual 
incap acity of the heart (the heart 
weakness) 
that crip p les the suf­ 
ferer, In such circumstances p sy­ 
chotherap y can effect excellent re­ 
sults, and. without actually alter­ 
ing the underlying heart condition, 
can make it p ossible for the in­ 
div idual to "carry on” without em­ 
barrassment and w’ithout too much 
curtailment of his routine activ i­ 
ties.
